CHICAGO PASTOR BRINGS ORDER OUT 
OF CHAOS AT CLEVELAND. - 


Question of Woman Delegates In Re- } 


ferred Back to Committee on Elig- 
ibility with Orders to Report To- 
day—Agreement Heached to Refer 
the Matter to the Annual Confer- 
ences and Allow Women to Retain 
Their Seats. — 

Cleveland, O., May 6.—[Special,}—The wom- 
an question is believed to be on the eve of a 
harmonious adjustment. The fear of antag- 
onizing the Germari*element of the church 
caused the majority on the floor of the con- 
ference to pause today before they would 
vote to seat the woman delegates. 

It was decided by an overwhelming vote 
after four hours of debate to refer the ques- 
tion of the women voting back to the Com- 
mittee on Eligibility. This action was suc- 
cessfully steered through by a Chicago man. 
It is understood tonight that the Commit- 
tee on Eligibility will report in favor of re- 


| ferring the entire matter back to the dis- 


trict conferences, and that the women will 
in the meantime be given the privilege of 
the floor of the convention. 

It was the Rey. Dr. Frank Bristol of‘Evans- 
ton who brought order out of confusion to- 
day. The debate on the woman question had 


become painfully monotonous, when Mr. 


Bristol was recognized by the presiding of- 
ficer, Bishop Warren. He first recommend- 
ed an ‘amendment to the constitution, and 
said that this alone would permanently set- 
tle the eligibility of women. | 

After making a strong and eloquent plea 
for the recommittal of the question as a 
egislative one to the annual conference of 
he next quadrennium, he then moved that 
the majority and minority report be recom- 
mitted to the Committee on Eligibility. 

Dr. A. B. Leonard moved to amend that 
the committee report at 10 o'clock tomor- 
row, which amendment Dr. Bristol accepted, 


Can Agree on a Report. 


Dr. A.J. Kynett: said the members of the 
committee have been in consultation and he 
believed a report could be agreed upon, 

Every one was ready for a vote on Mr, 
Bristol’s motion as amended by Mr. Leon- 
ard. Many were on the floor -shouting for 
recognition, but a roar of ‘‘ vote, vote "’ rose 
above ali else. Bishop Warner put a motion 
on the previous question and it carried over- 
whelmingly. The Bristol resolution was 
then carried without a negative vote. 

The débate on the question of admitting 
the women was started byl. H. Moore of Cin- 
cinnati. “It would do,” said he, “fora 
sixth century conference to wrangle over the 
admission of the daughters of Eve, but not 
for the nineteenth century.” a 

The Rev. Merritt Hubbard of Wilmington 
gaid:. “‘I stand here ready to welcome the 


admission of woman to this general confer- | 


enceawhen woman wants to come, but she 
has riot yet asked to come.” 

T. A. Murray, Central Pennsylvania, and 
the Rev. Dr. Reed of New York East, and 
the Rev. Dr. J. M. King of New York spoke 
against admission. 

The Rev. Dr. Leroy A. Bell of Central Ohio 
created a great commotion by saying that 
the Colorado amendment had come “ within 
an ace” of passing. 

Didn’t Know What “an Ace” Meant. 


A dozen delegates interrupted, and the 
Rev. Dr. Neeley of Philadelphia said that 
the gentleman had used a word that he‘ 
didn’t understand. 

The Rev. Dr. Frank Bristol then offered 
his resolution, and the debate was over. 

Considerable comment has been caused 
by the very conservative attitude taken by 
the members of the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society regarding the woman ques- 
tion. At the headquarters, on the eastern 
side of the armory, are to be found some 
of the most prominent officials of the order, 
but when interviewed this morning they 
were strikingly unanimous in the conserv- 
atism of their sentiments. One of them 
said: ‘‘ We are not anxious to get in. We 
have our hands full already.”’ 

The conference, on motion of William V. 
Keeley of New York, passed a resolution 
apologizing for the shabby treatment ac- 
corded to the Rev. Dr. Morris, the fraternal 
delegate from the church South. It seems 
that through a.misunderstanding scant 
courtesy was extended to him upon his ar- 
rival in the city, and he returned the follow-

The Rev, Dr. Buckley of New York said \: 


that his treatment was the worst case of 
inhospitality that had ever occursged in any 
of the sessions of the general conference. 
After some delegates had suggested that the 
matter was a very delicate one, and that 
the less said the better, the resolution 
was passed. 

Dr. Morris will be asked to return to 
Cleveland, that he may be properly received 
b¥fxthe conference. : 

Complications have arisen this evening in 
the adjustment of the woman question. 
Three of the women delegates voluntarily 
abandoned their seats. Their resignation, to 
be sure, cannot be accepted, as their right 
to the seats has not been established, and 
they cannoé, resign that which they do not 
possess, but should they not claim the 
seats the reserves could be called on to 
fill them. On the other hand, Mrs. Lydia 
Trimble of India says she will not abandon 
her seat unless the conference decides flatly 
against the women. Even should she do so 
her reserve delegate is a woman, so that 
would not change the situation.

FIRST SERIOUS OUTBREAK OF THE 
MILWAUKEE STRIKE, 


"] 
Brewery Employes hesist an Attempt 
o Disperse Them at Third and Wail- 
ut Streets and Several Men Are In- 
red by Stones—Obstructions Put 
n the Street Car Tracks in Vari- 
us Parts of the City—Council An- 
uals Franchises of the Company. 

Milwaukee, Wis., May 6.—[Spetial.]--The 
first! outbreak of any consequence since the 
street car strike began occurred at noon to- 
day jat Third and Walnut streets, near the 
Schlitz brewery. The police, in attempting 
to disperse’ a crowd of several thousands 
that was interfering with the cars, were 
attacked, and many were hurt by stones 
thrown by the strike sympathizers. 

The fusillade became general. Many of 
the policemen were struck, some of the 
stones being as large as a man’s fist, but no 
one |was seriously injured.. Some of the 
mob| were armed with sticks, and they 
changed the police, who fell back, until they 
wer¢ reinforced by two wagonloads of spe- 
vial| policemen. Then the mob dispersed. 
Franz Klosterman, Louls Huber, and Henry 
Raasch, “three of the ringleaders, weré ar- 
rested. 

The trouble began immediately after the 
brewery employés had finished their noon- 
day |meal. Almost every one of the hun- 
dreds employed by the Schlitz Brewing com- 
pany turned out to jeer the cars as they 
passed, and they were joined by scores of 
workmen from other shops. Policemen wete 
stationed at the corner al! the morning, and, 
rtatfoned trouble, an additional squad’ was 
sent} to the place at 12 o'clock. At first the 
crowd, which soon swelled to several thou- 
sand people, was content with shouting at 
the motormen and conductors, and hurling 
epithets at them. Then, as this seemed to 
have no effect, an effort was made to have 
the men leave the cars. Some of thém were 
roughly handled, but the police were suc- 
cessful in protecting them, In the mean- 
time the temper of the crowd became ugly. 
An attempt was made by the police to break 
up the mob. The crowd would not submit. 
Then the policemen advanced with uplifted 
‘clubs, and the mob resorted to stone- throw- 
ing. | | 

Attempt to, Run Cars. A 

The street railway company started out 
its ¢ars at 8 o’clock this morning manned 
by new men and by the inspectors of the 
company. The officials said sixty-five cars 
wer¢g Operated, but the strikers declare the 
number was forty. The cars were for the 


' most part bunched in the cgntral part of the 


business district, and no attempts were made 
to run them the full length of the lines. 
Thete was no-serious trouble until noon, 
when the men and boys employed in the 
factories gathered along the lines and piled 
obstructions on the tracks. 

A prowd at Twelfth street and Coldspring 
averjue gathered about a car on which Po- 
licernan Miller was stationed and pulled him 
off. |Miller tried to get to the patrol box to 
send in an alarm, but the crowd would not 
permit it, and he drew his revolver. Elec- 
trician Kleinsteuber of the Police Depart- 
ment happened to be in the vicinity and 
Potions the patrol box and summoned more 
poligemen, who dispersed the crowd. 

The track had been obstructed by driving 
mec beside the rails and placing ties 
acrass. Obstructions were placed on the 
tracks in all portions of the city. In some 
ao fy there were great piles of beer kegs 
piled upon the tracks. The strikers did not 
hd dont to interfere with any cars, but on 
the ¢ontrary tried to prevent the crowd from 
interfering with the cars. A. J. McCune, a 
striking motorman, was arrested for kick- 
ing @ stone into a switch. 

* Child Stops a Car. 

The wife of a striker threw her 2-year-old 
child in front of a moving car in order to 
block its progress, and the little one was 
nearly run over before the motorman could 
stop! his car. 

All of the trades unions“have decided not 
to patronize the cars and the few that are 
running are practically empty. 

The Common Council held a special meet- 
ing | this evening to consider. strike 
matters. There was a flood of reso- 
lutions and ordinances introduced to 
ann the franchises of the com- 
pany on all lines.on which it has failed to 
fun its cars. Phere was great excitement 
at the meeting and it was evident that the 
Council is with the men. A resolution was 
passed to compel the Milwaukee Street rail- 
way company to submit the differences be- 
tween it and its men to arbitration and if 
the company should refuse the City At- 
torn¢y is instructed to begin action to annul 
the Sanchine. 

A ¢ommittee of five of the Common Coun- 
cil was appointed to meet with similar com- 
mittees from the merchants and manu- 
facturing associations, the strikers, and the 
company, to settle the strike. Petitions were 
intraduced to annul the franchises on Vliet 
stredt, Muskego avenue, and Washington 
stredt.

The failure of the company to run cars 
tonight after promising to do so caused in- 
dignant comment tonight among the people 
gené¢@rally on account of its failure to do so. 
Thonsands who wanted to attend the open- 
ing of the bzaar at the Exposition Building 
coulfl not get down-town. The general 
opinion is that the men have the best of the 
fight and will.win. The sympathetic feature 
of the strike has only spread to the elec- 
trical workers. thus far, but it has been de- 
cide@i that if necessary to win all of the 
unians in the eity shall be called out and the 
town tied up. 

There were séveral disturbances caused by 
strike sympathizers tonight. The most seri- 
ous joccurred at Grand avenue and Third 
street. A crowd was on the corner jeering 
at the men on a Farwell avenue car when 
sore one threw a stone through the car win- 
dow, The’pelice charged on the crowd and 
placed a man in custody. Officer James 
Dower was given the man.to take to the sta- 
tien| The crowd followed and it gradually 
swelled until it numbered over 3,000. An at- 
tempt was made to rescue the prisoner. 
The) police charged the crowd and two more 
arrests were made. 

The men arrested were: George Schil- 
back, an inSurance agent: Andrew Gertner, 
a tailor, and Matthew Schinner, a brewer. 
The |men were booked on a charge of disor- 
derly conduct. The police cleared the street 
without much difficulty. 

A icrowd of boys and young men at La- 
fayette place and Farwell avenue stoned 
several cars. A’ wagon-load of policemen 
sent/to the scene had to use their clubs freely 
to best the mob, but no arrests were made. 
At Mason and East Water. streets a large 
crowd stoned a car. -

her recite the stately lines of Racine. Her 
strength lies in dramatic action, and her 
great personality finds its best scope in the 
moving horrors of tragedy. There is enough 
and to spare of both action and tragedy in 
“La Tosca.” Sardou has been called a 
patcher of plays, a mock sentimentalist, and 
many other similar things, but we have yet 
to find a: modern dramatist whose work is 
better adapted to the stage than his. In an 
age of decadence and refinement of vice 
there is something genuinely healthy in the 
horrors of ‘‘ La Tosca.”’ 

It is not a pretty play, of course. Neither 
is ‘‘Carmen.”’ Yet both are based upon the 
fundamental passions of the human heart— 
love, jealousy, and revenge. Both excite in 
the highest degree pity and terror, and there- 
fore fulfill one of the chief requirements of 
tragedy. There is pity for Angelotti, pity 
for Mario, pity even for Scarpia; and there 
is terrur enough to please even an audience 
accustomed to the woes of C£dipus and 
Agamemnon. People who go to see tragic 
plays must not complain at bloodshed. 

The scene of Mario’s torture with La 
Tosca on the stage is already classic, and is 
worth all the Buddhistic dramas that have 
ever been written. Even the murder of 
Scarpia before the eyes of the audience, by 
the hand of a woman, fails to be disgusting 
because the reality of the scene is so in- 
tense. 

Of course the play is written almost en- 
tirely for the heroine, and the dialogue ts 
often poor; but as long as we have Bernhardt 
to play the heroine, that is not a matter of 
vital importance. 

With regerd to the performance it may be 
said at once that La Tosca is one of the 
actress’ greatest creations. We are tired 
of hearing her compared with Rachél, and 
it is ungrateful after her long career to pit 
her against Duse. One thing is certain; the 
voice that once charmed every capital in 
Iurope is no. longer there. Ten years ago 
merely to hear her was sufficient. Today the 
long monologues in plays of the “ Izeyl”’ 
type becomes monotonous (chiefly because 


.the production of the voice never varies from 


the head to the cheat), and, therefore, the 
great vocal charm being gone, the actress 
has to rely upon her’ wonderful power of 
portraying the passions of love and jealousy 
for which she has 80 wide a field in La Tosca. 

In other words, Sarah Bernhardt is only 
great now as a melodramatic actress of the 
most tragic sort. In that field she has no 
rival. She may lack the refinement of Duse’s 
genius, and the winning grace of Ellen 
Terry, but in realistic display of passion she 
is ‘still unmatched. 

Of the rest of the company very lIittle need 
be said. M. Denenbourg as Mario was ade- 
quate for the part. The Scarpia of M. Deval 
was a mixed performance. He gave for the 
most part a good presentation of the villain 
of the play, but we are at a loss to know 
why he should have raved like a madman in 
the torture scene of the third act. He ought 
to have been colder, more collected, and 
heartless, and so would have afforded a fine 
foil to the frenzy of La Tosca. 

As it was he fairly outranted Bernhardt, 
possibly with an eye upon the gallery. 

The staging was decidedly poor, and the

acters assumed. The resemblance in plot 


extends further, since both did murder—in 
the former instance upon mother and broth- 
er of the man she came to love through 
other hands; in the latter upon her lover’s 
persecutor as he seeks to betray her. The 
two dramas, both from the pen of Victorien 
Sardou, by their tragic intensity give dis- 
proof to the theory attributed to the French 
that only women of evil lives can be made 
dramatically interesting. Both support the 
more wholesome conception of the great 
playwrights of the English-speaking peoples, 
who find in the sufferings brought upon 
women through their very womanliness the 
material for their finest histrionic represen- 
tations. 

The audience at ‘the matinée was quite as 
large as that of the opening night. the fact 
that its component members were largely 


feminine did not stand in the way of re- 


peated manifestations of enthusiasm. But 
the assemblage in the evening, though 
smaller in numbers, attested its appreciation 
in a greater degree by repeated plaudits. 

Such resemblance as exists between ‘‘ Fé- 

dora’’ and “ La Tosca" ended with the 
similarity in argument. Fédora is devoted 
to an evil cause which her distored con- 
science turns into a duty; La Tosca to the 
noblest self-sacrifice. 
‘Mme. Bernhardt’s Fédora was torn and 
distracted by a hundred emotions. Her care- 
fully laid plans against the man she hated 
crumble like cards when she learns from his 
lips that her dead hero was an idol of clay. 
The delineation of her dawning affection for 
Loris struggling through the horror it com- 
pels her to feel at her betrayal of him was 
remarkable not only for its strength but for 
the climax to which it led, ending the play 
with her death from poison. 

The wonderful murder scene, in which La 
Tosca saves her honor and avenges Mario by 
striking down Scarpia in his moment of tri- 
umph, lost none of its intensity. The half- 
distraught woman, hesitating between her 
moral death or her lover’s life, sees in the

Thus far the sentiment among the dele- 
gates to the convention in regard to the 
Governorship is decidedly mixed. There 
is approximate unanimity on only one thing, 
that is, anybody to beat Pingree. The old 
line politicians are opposed to him almost 
to a man. 

Cyrus G. Luce ts about the only politician 
of any importance now in the city who is 
talking for the Mayor. The rest are decid- 
edly against him, and the word is being 
passed down the line that the boys must be 
rounded up before the next county conven- 
in order that anti-Pingree 
delegates may be elected to the State con- 
vention’ from the counties which have not 
yet selected their State convention dele- 
gates. » 


Fight Against Pingree. 


It is asserted that before tomorrow night 
Mr. Pingree will be a dead duck in the 
political pit, and that every arrangement 
will have been matie to remove his feathers. 
It is declared that in the counties in which 
he has won no strong fight was put up 
against him. In Clinton, Marquette, Charle- 
voix, Antrim, and other Pingree strong- 
holds in which a fight was made by the old 
line politicians the Mayor was trimmed. 
The general opinion is that if the anti- 
Pingree men will round up their forces be- 
fore the next county conventions are held 
the Pingree delegates in the summer State 
convention will be lonesome. ' 

Gov. Rich says while there is considera- 
ble Pingree sentiment throughout the State, 
as he has found it, yet the opposition is 


stronger and hetter organized. He does not | 


think ‘the Mayor will stand much show in 
the convention. The Governor also denied 
that he is working in the interest of Aitken’s 
nomination. “I am no more friendly to 
the candidacy of Mr. Aitken than I am to 
that of Mr. O'Donnell,” said he. 

Grant Fellows thinks O'Donnell will have 
a majority of the Lenawee delegation and 
that Pingree’s only showing in the Second 
District will be made in Washtenaw County.

LINE UP FOR M’KINLEY. 


INDIANA DISTRICT DELEGATES ALL 
VOTE FOR INSTRUCTIONS. 


Caucus Held Last Night at Which It 
Was Decided to Favor the Indorse- 
ment of the Ohio Candidate in the 
Hoosier State Republican Conven- 
tten Today—Gen. Harrison will 
Address the Gathering, buat His 
Friends Insist He Is Not in the Race 

Indianapolis, Ind., May 6.—[Special.j— 

Never before has there been so.many Ke- 

publicans in this city as at present, and the 

State convention tomorrow will be the larg- 

est ever held in Indiana. The fight for the 

Gubernatorial nomination, with the unusual- 

ly long list of candidates, is partly the cause 

of this great outpouring of the people, but 
there is no doubt many have come here 
to take a hand in the matter of passing 
resolutions in favor of McKinley for Presi- 
dent. ' 

The McKinley men have captured notonly 
the city but the delegates. Meetings of dis- 
trict delegations were held tonight to select 
committees for the convention. Resolutions 
favoring McKinley were passed in eleven 
of the thirteen districts, and later the Sev- 


-enth and Fourth Districts, which had held 


gut against instructions, joined the major- 
ity, and McKinley was indorsed in all the 
districts. This practically settled the ques- 
tion, and tomorrow the big! convention will 
adopt McKinley instructions by a unani- 
mous vote. 

Gen. Wallace, Col. R. W. Thompson, and 
Hiram Brownlee will be three of the dele- 
gates-at-large to the St. Louls convention, 
while Frank Milliken is opposing Charles W. 
Fairbanks for the fourth place, and he is 
Mr. Fairbanks is a candi- 
date for United States Senator and Col. 
McKeen, his opponent, is backing Milliken 
for delegate. Col. Thompson was chosen to 
preside over the convention tomorrow. 
After making an address he will call Albert 
J. Beveridge to the chair. Mr. Beveridge is 
probably the best orator of the young Re-

pubiicans of the State, and he and Col. 
Thompson will be able to entertain the con- 
vention. 

The platform will be for protection and 
the three equal dollars, with a strong lean- 
ing to a gold standard.

“ The delegates-at-large shall vote for Mc- 
Kinley as long as there is any reasonable 
hope of his nomination.”’

The rest of the platform pertains 
matnly to matters of State interest, dealing 
with the conditions of State institutions, 
apportionment, and the like. 

The meeting of the Committee on Permanent 
Organization developed a hitch in the pre- 
ceedings which protracted the session until 
midnight. The Indianapolis faction, headed 
by W. B. Holten yand others, favored At- 
torney A. J. BevePtdge for the position of 
Permanent Chairman, but after a long cau- 
cus ex-Secretary of the Navy «Richard 
Thompson was chosen as Temporary and 
Permanent Chairman. Owing to his ad- 
vanced age, however, he will name Bever- 
idge as active Chairman, while he himself 
will act as the honorary presiding officer. 

All day the air was full of promise of a 
bitter battle tomorrow, the Harrison | agi- 
tation introducing an element of strength 
in the opposition forces which made the mat- 
ter of instructions a doubtful one. No one 
took the responsibility of declaring Harri- 
son a candidate, but it was freely said by 
many of his friends that in the eventiof a 
stampede to him at St. Louis there was 
little doubt he would accept the nomination.

N. Harding, President of the local McKin- 
ley club, presided, and the principal speak- 
ers were W. E. Mason of Chicago, Gen. Lew 
Wallace, Congressmen Henry and Watson, 
and Charlies B. Landis of Delphi. There 
was no limit to the enthusiasm, and when 
Mason came forward to speak the multitude 
arose and cheered long and loud. The Chi- 
cago orator kept the house in an uproar for 
nearly an hour. Among other things he 
said: 

“They say McKinley is a man of one 
idea; well, that. is one more than the Dem- 
ocrats have had for four years. That one 
idea is the Republican idea, and, what is 
more, it is the American idea.

At 10 o’clock this morning 1,500 men. ar- 
rived from Anderson, all shouting for Doxey 
for Governor, and as: they paraded the 
streets from the depot to the Denison Hotel, 
the headquarters of the party, they were 
greeted with cheers by their friends, who had 
arrived previously, and for a time it seemed 
everything was for Doxey. An hour later 
the Shockney boomers from Unton City ar- 
rived nearly 2,006 strong, and the tide turned 
to the ‘‘ Statesman from Randolph,”’ and 
when these forces met there was confusion 
and enthusiasm without limit. At the head- 
quarters of the other candidates there was 
a constant jam of supporters, and so the 
fight continued all day and until late to- 
night. : | 

The situation is one of wide speculation 
as to the probable nominee of the conven- 
tion. At midnight it is anybody’s race, with 
Doxey, Griffin of Lake, Mount. of Mont- 
gomery, Posey of Vanderburg, and Griffiths 
of Marion in the lead, with Everet of Fort 
Wayne, Todd of Bluffton, and Cumback of 
Greensburg fighting hard for second place, 
and Johnson of Parke, Sayre of Wabash, 
Gardiner of Daviess, and Dodge of Elk- 
hart struggling to hold their forces 
in line\ so that when the  break- 
up comes they will be in position. to 
get either first or second place on the 
ticket. The shrewdest politicians declare 
Doxey is too strong to win, as they believe 
he cannot gain the prize on the first ballot, 
in which event he will drop behind, when 
the field will take up one of his opponents 
and nominate him. The Doxey followers, 
however, say he is sure to win @n the first 
call, but if neceasary they witl stay with him 
all summer. Mr. Doxey is in command of 
his forces, and all must admit he is certainly 
no novice at the business of practical pol- 
itics. He never gets excited by the claims of 
his opponents and is a handshaker of the 
best sort. He is working the old soldier 
business for all it is worth, and likewise 
claims the support of the solid business- 
men of the party. 

Use of Money Is Charged. 


Doxey’s opponents are charging him with 
using money with a free hand in this con- 
test, and his answer to this is he never wants 
a man to do anything for him for nothing. 
The local press here is against him and it 
is hinted the Republican State committee 
does not look with favor on his candidacy. 

Charley Griffin of Lake is constantly sur- 
rounded by enthusiastic supporters, and he 
knows all there is to learn in the guise of 
politics. He has a wide acquaintance in 
the State and is making friends with all the 
candidates who are against him, and he 
seems to be the possibility when the formal 
ballots are over. If he ean hold up in his 
Congressional District he will be a strong 
candidate and there is no doubt, his friends 
say, that he will be able to keep his district 
solid as long as necessary. 

Shockney’s men are noisy and the brass 
band at his headquarters holds the crowd 
while his workers run in the delegates. He 
has the railroad men of the State as his 
chief supporters and they are carying lan- 
terns around and giving the ‘all right” 
signals, mutch to the interest of the coun- 
try boys, who begin to think every railroad 
employé in the State is for Shockney. Four 
years ago Shockney was in the race for Gov- 
ernor, but w&s no match for Ira J. Chase, 


> who was named on the first ballot, while 


Shockney was named for Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor by acclamation. 

John L. Griffiths, the Marion County can- 
didate, is putting up a stiff fight. He is 
noted as an orator and has long been active 
in State politics. He is not as strong in his 
Own county as he should be to take high 
p in the list 6f possibilities, but he lives 
imghnope that he will be in position to gather 
in the delegates when the deadlock is on. 


Posey Making a Strong Fight. 


Frank Posey is surprising the natives by 
the fight he is making. If it were not set- 
tled that Sholtz, who is from the same coun- 
ty as Posey, is*to be named for Treasurer 
of State Posey would be a favorite to watch 
when the balloting begins. He is a cheery 
fellow, and men go away from his head- 
quarters saying it is too bad he is handi- 
capped by Sholtz. : 

Farmer Mount is ‘working like a hired 
man who expects an increase of pay, and 
he says he is sure to get the red ribbon. 
He is @ man with many strong points in 
his favor, but his intents are lacking some 
in management, while Johnston, his near 
neighbor, is picking up delegates much to 
Mount’s loss. Johnston is scarcely a pos- 
sibility, and Mount says when Johnston is 
out of the race he will get the Johnston 
vote. 

A careful survey of ‘the fleld at midnight 
indicates Griffin, Mount, Posey, and Grif- 
fiths as the leaders, providing Doxey falls 
to land early in the race. Doxey and 
Shockney are fighting each other bitterly, 
and both are likely to go down, 

For Lieutenant-Governor Sayre, now in 
the race for Governor, is likely to be named 
if Posey heads the ticket, while if Doxey is 
the nominee for Governor Senator Haggard 
of Lafayette will have second place on the 
ticket. 

The convention is to be held in Tomlin- 
son’s Hall, at Market and Delaware streets, 
and-the great auditorium has been lavishly 
decorated for the occasion. The candidates’ 
héadquarters at the Denison House were in 
a state of slege all day and night, bunting 
and badges and drum corps and bands adding 
to the confusion caused by the massing of 
delegates and visitors.

They would 
be willing to pay a big reward to get some 
speedy antidote for the “ bike’ craze, as 
they call it, and unless wheeling enthusiasm 
runs its course in time they say retail busi- 
ness will have to readjust itself radically to 
meet changed conditions. 

Pessimistic tradesmen go so far as to say 
the improved order of locomotion is to usher 
in a new era with great cycle manufactories 
and retail stores taking the place of other 
serious businesses, while churches and thea- 
ters are to be eclipsed by sweater soirées 
and club-house gayeties. 

It may not be so bad as that, the managers 
of Chicago theaters say, but the wheeling 
enthusiasm has seriously cut off the attend- 
ance at places of amusement. It is estimat- 
ed that one-third of the usual theater-goers 
were to be found in the parks and boule- 
vards nightly the last month, and there is no 
sign of the wheel's popularity abating. — 

Manager La Motte of the Schiller Theater 
has taken a “‘tip”’’ from the Rev. Jenkin 
Lloyd Jones in this emergency. He adver- 
tised to begin checking wheels at his theater 
lasthight. He expects the boulevard crowds 
to stop by the Schiller on their evening out- 
ings, and says the wheel might be made the 
means of bringing people to theaters instead 
of taking them away. 

Manager Will J. Davis says the “ bike” 
enthusiasm will run its courge, but theaters 
meanwhile are losers. He does not think 
amusements are suffering proportionately 
with storekeepers. With seven nights a 
week, he says, wheel folk find time for both 
sport and amusements. 

Manager Hamlin of the Grand says thea- 
ters have lost the patronage of meager-sal- 
aried young men and.women who buy wheels 
on the installment plan and are cramped all 
season to pay for them. 

L. L. Sharpe, manager of McVicker’s, is 
alone in seeing no menace in the “ bike ’”’ at 
all. He says amusements have always some 
rival—it may be a circus, or skating, or 
boating, or picnicking, and it might as well 
be cycling as anything else. Mr. Sharpe 
does not approve of sweaters in the parquet 
and says he will never check wheels at his 
house. r 

Tailors and haberdashers are the sufferers. 
Those who laid in complete lines of cycling 
goods find a new sort of patronage, but the 
demand fof linens and fine neckwear, hats, 
and fine suitings is said to be wofully short. 

Laundries are the hardest hit of all. Mer- 
chants point out that business-men who first 
found it convenient to ride to their offices in 
knickerbockers and wool stoskings, negligé 
wear, and 75-cent caps, afterward discov- 
ered the combination was economical as a 
business dress. 

Cigar stores, saloons, and billiard halls 
mn looked vacant since the pretty weather 
set in. 

** Where are the boys?” asked at such 
places will be answered by proprietors with 
the statement: ‘*‘ Gone daft’on the ‘ bike.’ ” 

Of course, livery stables have been steady 
losers and the shrinkage in returns to trans- 
portation companies has not yet been esti- 
mated. 

“Will this thing keep on?’’ the merchants 
are asking. ‘If so we had better go into 
the cycle business.’”’

As soon as 
the announcement of the ballot was made 
Senator Sherman’s lieutenant arose and de- 
clared, in @ manner that brooked no dis- 
pute, that he had come to the convention as 
the friend and suppporter of the Senator 
from Ohio.

Brings Wings Together. 

The Vice-President does not appoint the 
committees. Each party elects in. caucus @ 
steering committee, and these gentlemen 
make the general appointménts on commit+ 
tces, the Democratic steersmen “ placing ”’ 
their colleagués,. 'Wwhilé the Republican 
ateersmen do the same thing for their side 
of the House. It often happens, as at pres- 
ent, that the Vice-President does not belong 
to the political party fn a majority in the 
Senate, and hence controlling the larger 
committees, so it would be impossible for 
him.to assume anything like legislative 
leadership. Moreover, the President. pro 
tem. of the Senate is a much more important 
character than in the House, and is sup;

Probably not, dnd so itis well that tradr 
tidm has not made these rulers, whose great- 
ness is thrust upon them, anything more 
than nominal heads of the chamber. 

Ben Franklin’s Sarcasm. 

Could old Benjamin Franklin look out 
from nis Philadelphia resting-place and be-

TRUDE SOUND 


Says Democratic Committee's Action 
Is a Rebuke to Hopkins. 

A. 8S.. Trude declared yesterday that he 
was not in favor of free silver at a ratio of 
16 to 1, and that the action of the Democrat- 
ic County Central committee the night be- 
fore was not a defeat of honest money, but 
a stinging rebuke to the attempt of ex- 
Mayor Hopkins to obtain control of the 
party organization under the cloak of the 
championship of honest money. 

Mr: Trude made the statements with as 
much vigor as he had used in the meeting 
in characterizing the “ green goods smile "’ 
of the one-time Macedonian king. Mr. 
Trude loves not honest money less, but de- 
tests the results of a Hopkins leadership 
on the party more. 

He said in discussing the meaning of the 
committee's action and his own position on 
the money question: 

**I am not for free silver, and the action of 
the Democratic County Central committee 
in refusing to turn over to ex-Mayor Hop- 
kins the control of the coming primaries was 
not a victory for free silver. The fight was 
not a test of the position of the Committee 
- on the gold and silver standards in any way. 
It was a personal fight to prevent Hopkirs 
from foisting himself into the saddle again 
under the guise of a champion of honest 
money. I am opposed to the free coinage 
of silver at a ratio of 16 to 1 or any other 
ratio not that of the commercial value sil- 
ver sustains in relation to gold today, a 
ratio of 31 to 1. I look with abhorrence on 
frothy demagogues like Tillman, who are

It is not stated that they shall charge as 
much as five cents or that the Council| 
cannot force them to cliarge less than five 
cents when they use electric or cable power. 
The limitation in the ordinance fixes maxi- 
‘mum charges, but not minimum. The limi-. 
tation applies to the company and not to the 
City Council, A Bee | 

‘The latter has not waived the right to fix 
a lower-rate when circumstances justify it. 
It could not lawfully waive that right if it. 
‘would, For not even Legislatures can de- 


| binding on subsequent Councils any more 


than [egislative grants of permission to 
charge minimum rates would be held valid 
the moment those rates became unreasona- 
ble.

They reserve to the city 
by implication the right to fix lower maxi- 
mum rates when the old ones become too 
high for any reason,

‘through their Boards of Railroad Commis- 
sioners. 2 Pp 

These street railroads ought to remember 
that their roads are common carriers. As 
such their rates must be reasonable. No 
contract with the Council can give the com- 
panies a vested right to charge unreasona- 
ble rates of fare or can deprive the city of 
the right to prescribe reasonable fares from 
time to time when changed conditions make 
it proper to lower fares, and it is the 
duty of a court and jury to determine 
whether the Council has fixed a reasonable 
fare. 

The time will come when these lawyers 
will have to go into court and defend their 
so-called “ contracts.” Then they will dis- 
cover that there can be no contracts which 
deprive. the people of their common law 
rights to be carried at reasonable rates.

ALTGELD’S FALSE ASSUMPTION. 
A city correspondent, in a note to THE 
Trrpunp, says: ‘“ Paragraph 3. of Gov. 
Altgeld’s arraigument of Mr. Carlisle is as 


follows: 

‘*. Mr. Carlisle should have explained why it 
was that for 200 years gold and silver held the market 
ratio of about 15%to1l. The ratio fixer by law was 
f5 to 1 in some countries, 15% to 1 in*mest coun- 
tries, and for a while 16 to 1 in our country. In 
other words, the market ratio, as shown by the ta- 
bles, remained practically the same as the statu- 
tory ratio during all that time. If the two metals 
cannot stand together, how does it happen that 
they. did do so without serious fluctuation for 200 
years, notwithstanding the fact that the annual 
production of each metal varied greatly from time 


to time? 
‘* Will The Tribune kindly answer this from the 


standpoint of the ‘sound money’ champion? 
’* BE. M. 8.” 


From 1687 to 1873 the.ratio of silver to 
gold oscillated between the limits of 14.14 to 
1- and 16.25 to 1, while since 1875 it has de- 
clined to about 31 to 1 and seems likely to 
remain down ‘there. But while for 200 
years the commercial ratio differed from 
the varying coinage ratios but 12 to 14 per 
cent in all the countries which had by law 
a double standard—and that included all 
European States prior to the beginning of 
this century—that difference was sufficient 
to prevent the concurrent circulation of gold 
and silver except at those brief moments 
when the coinage and market ratios hap- 
pened to coineide exactly. 

The legal ratio in France was'15% to 1, 
but gald refused to circulate with silver in 
that country between 1820 and 1850 because 
the commercial ‘ratio averaged between 
15.62 and 15.95 to 1. But when, owing to 
the California and Australian gold discov- 
eries, the market ratio changed to 15.338 to 
1 gold poured into France in a torrent and 
silver flowed out. Between 1850 and 1860 
the gold imports were 600.nillions of dollars 
and the silver export 300 millions. The 
money in use became nearly all gold instead 
of nearly all silver. 

The moment that the change in the mar- 
ket value ratio made the silver coins more 
valuable by only a cent on the dollar than 
the corresponding gold coins the former 
went out of circulation, and if in: 1874 the 
Latin Union had not limited the coinage of 
silver five-franc pieces and had not stopped 
it entirely in 1877 there would have been an 
exodus of ail the gold. 

From 17094 to 1837 the coinage ratio in 
this country was 15to 1. During the same 
period the commercial value ratio varied 
from 15.37 to 16.25 to 1 and gold refused to 
circulate atall. There was a double stand- 
ard in law, but only one metal was in use, 
and that because it was the cheaper of the 
two. -From 1837 to 1873 the coinage ratio 
was changed tol6tol. The market value 
ratio swung back and: forth between 15.19 
and 15.93, consequently silver dollars, being 
undervalued as compared with gold, did not 
circulate, even when the silver dollar was 
. worth commercially only half of a cent more 
than the gold dollar. 

- It will thus be seen from the record tha 
Altgeld cdolly assumes a falsehood to be 
true, when in point of fact gold and silver 
did not both circulate side by side in the 
fraternal bonds of bimetaltism as he would 
have people believe. During the whole of 
the 200 years the two metals oscillated past 
each other, and as often as the ratios dif- 
fered in commercial value the cheaper one 
drove the other out of circulation and bi- 
metallism was a failure nearly all of the 
. 200 years. And that is the reason England 
abandoned it seventy-five years ago, 

Inasmuch as for 200 years the double 
standard and free coinage did not give any 
country coins of both metals why should Mr. 

sarlisle be called on to explain why the 
market ratio vibrated but 12 to 14 per cent 
during those two centuries, but has changed 


| 50 per cent since 1873? If the commercial 


value of silver were today what it was dur- 
ing 1860-1873 not a silver dollar would be 
coined on account of the mine-owner, All 
the silver dollars now coined would be melt- 
ed down and sold at a profit as bullion. 

The flaw or crack in Altgeld's proposition 
is the assertion that during 200 years pre- 
vious to 1873 there was free coinage of gold 
and silver and both metals circulated to- 
gether on equal terms, and that, owing to 
that free coinage, the market ratio varied 
only slightly. But they did nothing of the 
‘kind—on the contrary, they refused to cir- 
culate together whenever the market values 
of the ratios varied even one-half per cent. 

A double standard never worked together 
anywhere... One metal is always) overval- 
ued commercially as compared with the 
legal ratio and always drives the other out 
of circulation under free coinage. An over- 
valuation of a fraction of a cent has always 
been sufficient to do #. Now it is proposed 
by Altgeld & Co. to overvalue the silver 
dollar 50 per cent and free-coin it, and there 
are simpletons. who are silly enough to be- 
lieve that it will not drive gold out of circu- 
lation. But those who teach that view of 
the matter want to drive gold out so they 
may pay their « debts in 50-cent dollars.

| TILLMAW’S “MONEY” IDEAS. 7 

The report of South Carolina Tillman’s 
speech in the Congressional Record gives 
the information as to the kind of “ money ” 
he wants, which the telegraphic abstract of 
his| remarks did not furnish. 

He wishes to have more greenbacks in 
circulation. He wants “ about a billion of 
them.” The issue now is limited to 356 
millions redeemable in gold on demand. 
therefore wants to treble the quantity. 
would put the additional 644 millions i 
circulation thusly, as he explains: 

We will pay for these battleships; we will fortify 
out entire coast from one end of it to the other: 
we will put every wheel in the ited States into 
motion; we will put every tramp at work, and we 
will give every farmer money so as to be able to 
buy! clothes and shoes for his wife and children. 
That is what we will do. - 

Senator Tillman does not contemplate re® 


deeming these 644 millions of new grecn- 
_ backs in either gold or silver. 


They are to 
be fiat notes based on what the Populists 
call the “faith and resources of the Na- 
tion.” If they were to be redeemed in free 
silver coinage dollars then they would be 
worth only half their face, or 322 millions, 
But at the same time the present 356 mill- 
ions of greenbacks, being redeemable in 
gold, pass current as of equal purchasing 
power with gold., Consequently if they 
were to be redeemed in “ free silver ” they 
would shrink in the hands of their owners 
to 178 millions of currency value. And as 
Tillman and all his tribe are opposed to 
selling bonds for hard money with which to 
get even silver to redeem the billions of 
greenbacks how would the government pro- 
cure it? | 

Tillman gives no answer to that obvious 
question, because he does not contemplate 
redeeming the greenbacks in gold or silver. 
They are to be irredeemable fiat notes, 


- How much would a billion of fiat notes be 


worth in purchasing power? Certainly not 
to exceed 25 cents on the dollar, or 250 mill- 
ions for the whole billion, which would be 
of 106 millions less purchasing power or 
value in doing business than the existing 
356 millions of greenbacks. That is where 
his fool scheme would come out. Tillman 
expects all the gold now in the country will 
leave it, and that does not disturb him in the 
least. He says: 

I am bound ‘to acknowledge that if we had free 
coinage of silver at 16 to 1 possibly our gold would 
disappear. Suppose it does. Being a coward and 
a thief, it always leaves when there is anything to 
do for the people. 

Senator Tillman wants more “ money.” 
That is why he asks for’ the free coinage 
of silver, so as to change the currency to 50- 
cent dollars, and then he wants a billion of 
irredeemable greenbacks worth, say, 25 
cents on the average, but perpetually oscil- 
lating up and down between 15 and 30 
cents on the dollar. No silver will circulate 
in competition with Tillman’s billion of irre- 
deemable shinplasters. 

The present currency foots up now-1,739 
millions in value, each dollar of it having the 
purchasing power of 100 cents in gold. Till- 
man would begin by driving out the 600 
millions of gold and cut down the purchas- 
ing power of the present 600 millions of sil- 
ver, including the subsidiary silver; then 
pour in a billion of irredeemable greenbacks 
wort} as money about 25 per cent, and 
thereby drive out all the silver from circu- 
lation; and he threatens that if the Demo- 
cratic party refuses to accept his scheme 
he and South Carolina will bolt the Demo- 
cratic party! 


GERMANY PROHIBITS GRAIN SPECULA- 
| TION. 

The German agrarians have succeeded 
apparently in persuading the government 
to prohibit speculation in breadstuffs on the 
Berlin Boerse. A bill to that effect will 
become a law in June. The provisions of 
the act are not specifically reported, but it 
is understood that the intent is to put a stop 
not merely to betting in the purchase and 
sale of “ privileges,"" but also the buying and 
selling of flour and grain for future delivery, 
and that this is to be done in the supposed 
interest of German grain growers. A ma- 
jority of these persons entertain the idea 
that buying and selling for future delivery 
tend to depress prices lower than they other- 
wise would be ahd that the enforcement of 
the measure will enable them to obtain 
higher figures for the grain they have to 
sell. They probably will find they 
made a huge mistake, to say nothing of the 
gross injustice of thé law. The selling 


‘ prices for breadstuffs will continue, as in 


the past, to be governed by the cost of 
production, transportation, and handling, 
the total due to these items being increased 
by the amount of whatever duty may be im- 
posed in-any country which is obliged to im- 
port) because the domestic production is not 
sufficient for the wants of the people; and 
the indications are that the total-cost of 
importing grain in Germany, irrespective of 
the duty, will be lessened inthe future rather 
than increased, in spite of the prohibiting 
of trading in futures at Berlin. The move- 
ment cannot be hindered by this puerile 
measure. It is too early to say just what 
change in prices will result from the open- 
ing up to cultivation of the vast areas along 
and near the great transcontinental railroad 
in Russia, and the further development of 
the agricultural resources of Argentina. 
But it may be confidently stated that, asa 
modifier of such result, the prohibition of 
speculative trading in breadstuffs in Berlin 
will be of no more avail, than was the Pope’s 
bull against the comet.

Her general health has im- 
proved wonderfully, her former ambition is 
returning, her-strength is fast increasing, 
she sleeps and eats well, is taking daily ex- 
ercise, and, in fact, the improvement in her 
general condition is so marked that-we now 
take hope and congratulate ourselves that 
her ultimate recovery is fully assured. 

About a month aga I had the pleasure of 
a personal interview in this city with Dr. 
Bracelin, at which time I gave him a full 
history of the case. He accompanied me to 
my home to see my daughter, whose case 
he carefully examined and pronounced it 
an extremely rare one, saying that he had 
seen but one similar in his practice of over 
twenty years.

| CHARADE WHINs 


BEN BRUSH BY A NOSE. 


WINS THE GREAT KENTUCKY DERBY 
FROM BEN EDER. 


Latter’s Defeat Is Due to the Bad Rid- 
ing of Tabor—Sims Makes One Last 
Desperate Effort and Captures the 
Rich Stake for Mike Dwyer—Sem- 
per Ego Finishes Third Three 
Lengths Back—Large Crowd of Peo- 
ple Witnesses the Race. 


Louisville, Ky., May 6.—{Special.]—There 
was nothing lacking this afternoon to make 
Derby day a notable occasion, for the weath- 
er was superb, the equipments perfect, and 
the track lightning fast, while the field of 
Starters was the strongest and best seen in 
a dozen years. Then, too, a great crowd 
turned out, probably 12,000, and Governors, 
Judges, lawyers, big politicians, and Ken- 
tucky Colonels crowded through and jostled 
with the plebeians in the betting ring and 
packed spaces. 

The society women were out in large num- 
bers, and the rich tints and effusive colors 
in boxes and grand stand recalled the bril- 
liant scenes anent the American Derby at 
the once famous Washington Park. A num- 
ber of prominent people from outside were 
on had, and for the first time in years there 
was no free field. 

Outside of the Derby the card was not 
particularly attractive, as sprinting races 
predominated. 

The Derby list, though, composed a star 
field, there being eight starters, and nearly 
all stake winners. Although Mike Dwyer's 
Ben Brush had not started this year, the 
prestige of his brilliant 2-year-old. form, 
added to real good work in the last two 
weeks, helped to make him a pronounced 
favorite. Nine people out of ten, including 
trainers and other horsemen, would name 
Ben Brush when asked their opinion as to 
the probable winner. 

First Mate Is Second Choice. 

The strapping hig chestnut, First Mate, 
on the strength of fast work, was made 
second choice, and he had Thorpe to ride 
him. Brown Dick’s Ulysses also: received 
considerable support, . while, Strangely 
enough, liberal odds were laid against Bill 
McGuigan’s Ben Eder, although the latter 
was thoroughly seasoned, having been rac- 
ing from the opening at Little Rock and with 
stakes and purses to his credit, Semper 
Ego showed good form at Lexington and, 
with Perkins up, he was wéll played for sec- 
ond and third place. The other starters were 
almost friendless. 

The best-looking one of the eight as they 
appeared on the track was First Mate, Ben 
Eder looking small by comparison. There 
was little discount, though, on the looks of 
any of them, and all appeared fine and fit. 

The Derby was the only race in which the 
Starting machihe was not used, and they 
were kept at the post about fifteen minutes, 
Perkins 
at once went to the front with Semper Ego 
and- led for about five furlongs, followed 
pretty closely by First Mate, The Winner, 
and Ben Brush. Then First Mate took up 
the running, and at‘the end of six furlongs 
he was leading by nearly two lengths, with 
The Winner second, Semper Ego third, and 
Ben Brush a.good fourth. Sims now maved 
up with Ben Brush and at the end of seven 
furlongs he was nearly lapped on First 
Mate, Semper Ego third, and Ben Eder 
coming up from the ruck, 


Ben Brush Shows in Front. 


At the end of the mile, where the horses 
started, Ben Brush showed in front, while 
Ben Eder had taken second place, First 
Mate falling back beaten. In the next half 
furlong Ben Brush assumed a lead of over 
a length, and then it looked allover. Ben 
Eder, however, with a wonderful burst of 
speed, lapped him at a furlong from home, 
and a little further on had the best of it by 
a good half length. Everybody then sup- 
posed Brush was beaten, but Sims made one 
last and desperate rally, and gradually but 
surely gaining on Ben Eder, finally beat him 
out by a nose in a terrific and hair-raising 
finish, which elicited a wild and spontaneous 
shout from the grand stand. Semper Ego 


was third three lengths away, with the others 


strung out to the eighth pole. If Tabor had 
made his run on Ben Eder a little later than 
he did, and in addition made a more vigorous 
finish, McGuigah’s colt would surely have 
With the jockeys reversed Ben Eder 
could hardly have lost. 

Ben Brush was a very tired colt indeed, 
but then it was his first r@ee this year, while 
the others had raced six or seven times. 
With more seasoning it is quite likely Brush 
will be able to easily vanquish Ben Eder. 
Brown Dick thought hehad a great chance 
with Ulysses, but strangely enough the lat- 
ter could not head a selling plater; He may 
haVe sulked back in the rear, but‘as it was 
he was beaten about three blocks.
